fIRST DAY’S BALLOTS 
DEVOID OF RESULTS. 
~ Madison Square Garden, . New 
Tork, June 30.—Through 15 ballots 
the democratic national convention 
had worked tonight without finding 
a nominee. 

- The total effect of the balloting had 
been to increase the totals of Mc- 
‘Adoo, Smith and John W. Davis, It 
failed to bring either of the leaders, 
Smith and McAdoo, within striking 
distance. 

Totals of the leaders on the 15th 
ballot were: McAdoo, 475; Smith, 
305.5; John W. Davis, 61. 

New Clerk Tries Job. 

A fresh reading clerk tackled the 
With ballot and unlimbered a_ fresh 
set’ of vocal cords on the convention. 
Even he couldn’t get through the 
foar and rumble of 2.000 delegates 
and alternates and 13,000 visitors 
talking it over among themselves, 

Once more Chairman Walsh took a 
mhance on the light-headed gavel and 
‘Hanged for order. He looked at the 
instrument as if he expected it to 
zo off. The head stayed on and the 
thaigman got quiet and a chance to 
sit down without having risked any- 
hody’s life. 

On the 15th ballot, Colorado made 


struck up “Home, Sweet Home” and 
the convention hall was emptied 
quicker than it would have been if 
a troupe of the elephants which often 
sojourn there had suddenly cut loose. 
Changes Today Predicted. 

Some changes were predicted for 
tomorrow's balloting. Whether there 
would be a nomination .or not was 
anybody's guess. . 

One politician remarked: “The ice 
is twelve inches thick; there-isn’t a 
erack in sight.” Nevertheless, all 
the rival candidate managers went 
out smiling and remarking that 
everything was as they expected, 
quite as they had predicted and that 
nothing about the whoie day's bal- 
loting showed anything hostile or un- 
favorable to their causes. 


Madison Square Garden, New 
York, June 30.—The thirteenth bal- 
lot in the democratic national con- 
vention turned out to be no jinx for 
any candidate. Everybody moved 
with extra caution, disclaiming all 
superstition and the fateful number 
was passed without casualties to 
anybody. It left the leaders little 
changed—MecAdoo still forging to- 
ward the 500 mark and Smith run- 
ning up behind him around the 300 
mark. 

The McAdoo men had set their 
goal at 500 for tonight, after which 
they proposed to ask for an ad- 
journment. 

The 13th ballot over and the read- 
ing clerk much worn out, the chief 
clerk, P. J. Haltigam, produced a new 
barker to call off the names. . He 
made an immediate hit with the south- 
ern side of the convention by calling 
it “Cali-Phornia.”’ 

The first change in the 14th was in 
Colorado where McAdoo lost 1 and 
John W. Davis took it away from 
him. 

The gentleman in the speaker’s box 
had a little difficulty with his speech. 
He made it “Indianana” and got the 
usual 30 for Ralston, but when he 
made it “Ioway,” a delegate gave it 
back to him “Iowah” with the usual 
26 for McAdoo. 

Who is Roland Grebs? 

“T don’t know,” responded the chair- 
mar Of the Michigan delegation in 
the democratic national convention. 
Nevertheless, the clerk records one 
vote cast from Michigan for Grebs 
for president. 

Grebs Is Unidentified. 

Consequently, Mr. Grebs takes his 
place among the list of those who have 
received complimentary votes in na- 
tional political conventions without 
conducting political campaigns. 

Michigan contributed some minor 
changes. Smith gained 1 1-2; Mce- 
Adoo 1-2 and Jolin W. Davis lost 1. 

In Nebraska, McAdoo lost 1, which 
went back to Governor Charles W. 
Bryan. 

The announcer finally identified 
himself. He was a Smith man. Every 
time a delegation announced yotes for 
“Governor Smith,” the announcer 
mude it “Al Smith.” 

At the close of the 13th ballot, the 
leaders stood: McAdoo, 477; Smith, 
003.5; John W. Davis, 64.5, 

That was a loss of 1.5 for Me- 
Adoo and a gain of 2.5 for Smith. 
john W. Davis gained 4.5. 

The first bad luck struck McAdoo. 
In Arizona he lost one to John W. 
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“Smith, Smith, Smith.” ‘When or- 
der was restored sufficiently to hear 
the clerk, it developed that John W. 
Davis had lost 1 in Minnesota. 

James..W. Gerard, former ambas- 
announced New 
York’s 90 for Governor Smith on the 
13th ballot. The first dozen ballots 
from New York had invariably been 
anrounced by a woman. 

When Ohio announced its 48 for 
Cox, the galleries evidently misunder- 
stood it “Smith” and went off into 
a riotous demonstration. The read- 
ing clerk bawled “Ohio 48 for Cox” 
in the hope of disappointing the gal- 
leries. He finally got it over and 
the galleries, appreciating the joke 
on themselves, made as much racket 
laughing as they had made cheering. 

Eleventh Presages Slides. 

The eleventh ballot brought no 
agreement on a candiate, “but it did 
bring rumbling of doings ahead with 
changes forecast and slides of votes 
redicted. At the end of the eleventh 
allot the leaders stood this way: 

McAdoo, 476.3; Smith, 308.2; John 
W. Davis, 59. 

This was a gain of 4.7 for McAdoo 
and a gain of 3.7 for Smith. 

The leaders were surging ahead to- 
ward the predicted deadlock. 

Two Breaks on Tenth. 

As the convention went, into its 
tenth ballot two breaks—fne first of 
any importance in the balloting—oc- 
curred. 

Kansas turned over her 20 to Mc- 
Adoo and New Jersey promptly turn- 
ec over her 28 to Governor Smith. 

The maneuver eliminated two more 
native sons from the race and ran the 
totals of the two leaders a little 
higher: McAdoo, 471.6; Smith, 299.5. 

On the roll eall this was a gain 
of 27 for McAdoo and Smith gained 
®1 1-2 net. 

Both changes were attended with 
the usual tremendous demonstrations 
and were said to forecast’ develop- 


rium strength of the two leading con- 
tenders tonight. 
Rumors of Switches. 

Smith and McAdoo leaders each 
pointed out that they had. an irre- 
dneible minimum of one-third, which 
vould prevent the nomination of any- 
Lody without thetr consent. 

As the delegates came back into 
the hall after a hasty dinner prepared 
for a long drawn out session, there 
vas the usual talk of impending 
eracks and switches, and the usua! 
number of conferences between lead- 
crs were going on. 

The obvious truth of the situation 
was that the field which holds the 
belance of power in the fight was 
laving back waiting for the break 
which might indicate the winner and 
the signal for the band wagon move- 
ment. > 

Kansas Breaks to McAdoo. 


The first tangible evidence of the 
break and cracks to come appeared 
when Governor Davis, arriving on 
the convention floor, just before the 
night session was resumed, turned the 
“0 from Kansas to McAdoo. There 
was talk of agreement being reached 
in the tall hours of Tuesday morning 
and also balloting to continue 
through the middle -of the week. 
There was also talk of: delegates run- 
ning out of money, getting tired and 
being anxious to get home and put 
in the hay or collect the rent, and 
being offered their expenses by va- 
rious campaign managers if they 
would remain and join their forces. 
Such talk is comnion at every con- 
vention. Sometimes it is true and 
shmetimes it is not. 

Vote on First Ballots. 


The first ballot was cast about as 
expected. New York placed 90 votes

Probably “Beat McAdoo” is 
an unf~ jnate phrase, for those in 
charge ut Davis's campaign are care- 
ful to avoid putting themselves in 
the position of having a tug-of-war 
with any other candidate, but at the 
fifteenth ballot these things were 
clear about Davis: 

First of all, Davis had 60 delegates 
voting for him. 

Second,. fully 200 of the delegates 
voting for Smith, and perhaps more, 
would have been glad to vote for 
Davis if their leaders should.say the 
word. 

Third, perhaps 100 or even wore of 
the McAdoo delegates would have 
been perfectly happy to vote for 
Davis. If the fight had been trans- 
formed from one between McAdoo 
and Smith, to one between McAdoo 
and Davis, it would instantly have 
achieved a status of practical equali- 
ty between the two men, with each 
having something like 400 delegates. 

But it was impossible for it to be- 
come a fight between McAdoo and 
Davis because tHose in charge of 
Davis’ fortunes, for good and wise rea- 
sons, would not have it so. 


McAdoo Opposition Divided. 


The difficulty of the leaders of the 
fight against McAdoo was that they 
were of a divided mind. Primarily, 
their intention is to beat McAdoo. 
They don’t care much who they beat 
Having 
come to New York with this inten- 
tion, they made an alliance with the 
local New York managers of Smith 
and arrived at an understanding to 
make Smith their candidate against 
McAdoo, Having made this under- 
standing, they are now compelled to 
carry on With it interminably. They 
must keep on fighting behind Smith 
in pursuance of their obligation to 
Smith's managers. } 

And yet it must be clear to them, 
as it is to -others, that they would 
have a better chance to beat McAdoo

It is unwise, as a frule, to sup- 
press a sneeze, even if you know how 
to do so. On the contrary it is a 
good health habit to “lay off’ when! 
you feel a sneeze coming on, and 
devote yourself wholehearted!y to the 
business of sneezing. Make it snappy. 
The sneeze is an effort to expel some- |

There are exceptional instances in 
which excessive sneezing occurs with- 
out any benefit to the sneezer and in 
such cases it is as well to suppress 
the sneeze. 

Cough is an effort to expel some- 
thing from the throat, bronchial tubes 
or chest. 
ing to expel your tonsils—enlarged 
tonsils often cause a cough—you had 
better give up the attempt and have 
them removed by the doctor. If you 
have TB of course you are entitled 
to do more or less coughing, but don't 
make a habit of it, don’t cough just 
for the general effect or because it is 
coughing time or to try your strength. 
In most cases of lung tuberculosis it 
is advisable for the patients to learn 
to resist the impulse to cough until it 
becomes really necessary to expecto- 
rate. This is one of the lessons pa- 
tients learn under good medical treat- 
ment, and it is an important part of 


recovery,
